THE FARMERS’ ALLIANCE AND 
THE DEMOCRACY. 


It is said that conservative Eastern 
and Northern Democrats are not look- 
ing forward with ‘any too great delight 
to conterences with the leaders of the 
Farmers’ Alliance. The Alliance will 
send representatives to Washington 
this winter to consult with the Demo- 
cratic leaders, to see what they propose 
to do for them in the direction of strik- 
ing down what the Alliance is pleased 
to call the money power. Referring to 
the ambitious aims and peculiar tactics 
of the new political party, the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York 
Tribune writes as follows: 

The first thing they propose is to wipe out 
the national banks and to restore the old 
system of State banks upon a basis which 
will enable every poor man to obtain all the 
money that he desires upon any pledge that 
he may see fit to offer, whether it is the 
future of his crops, or something he may 
happen to have in hand. Of course, the 
borrower is tobe permitted to piace his 
Own valuation upon the security offered. 
‘The tolerated representatives of the money 
power who are to be permitted to cumber 
the earth as money-lenders will have 
simply the privilege of loaning money 
upon these securities at a rate 0 
interest to be fixed by the Alliance, One 
of its styles of argument given in the recent 
campaign | heard described the other night 
by a western member. He said that be was 
hard pushed by a candidate who repre- 
sented the Farmers’ Alliance, This candi- 
date would come on toa platform dressed 
in the shabbiest possible clothes and wear- 
ing on his feet the coarsest of shoes, This 
candidate would call the attention of his 
audience firsttohis garments. He would 
say: ‘These are the best clothes that I can 
afford to wear under the exactions of the 
money power which is grinding the poor 
farmer off the face of , the 
earth.” Then he would puli up his trous- 
ers and exhibit his attenuated ankles and 
calves to the people and exclaim: ‘Under 
the workings of thia McKinley Bill I can’t 
alford to wear underclothes or stockings, 1 
can’t talk to you very much because [ am 
not educated. I was too poor to go into the 
schools where only rich people can afford to 
send their sons. 1 am ragged, poor and 
uneducated, but, dear friends, l am honest, 


will be one at least who will always stand 
up and fight the monopolists of the land.” 

Such a discourse as this was always fol- 
lowed by terrific cheers. in some of the 
back districts of the Southwest I. am told 
that the country people are actually made 
to believe that the Farmers’ Alliance, if it 
can only succeed in getting control of pol® 
tics, will drive out all poverty, pay off all 
the mortgages and debts of the farmers and 
furnish them in addition capital for making 
any desired improvements. Based upon 
the spirit of these promises the wildest kind 
of financial schemes will be proposed. aif 
the Democratic party can afford to cherish 
these emissaries of a new civilization the 
Republicans will not contest with them for 
their friendship.

GOOD PRICES FOR FARM PROD- 
UCTS. 


The report of the Department of 
Agriculture for December gives en- 
couraging news for our farmers. There 
has been a big rise in the value of 
cereal crops. It is true that this in- 
crease is in a great measure due to 
short crops, but the increase in price 
will go far toward compensating for 
this. 

The average price of the present corn- 
crop is 50.1 cents per bushel, against 
28.38 for 1889, an increase of 77 per 
cent. It is the highest December price 
in the decade, except in 1881. 

The average farm value of the wheat 
crop is estimated at 86 cents per bushel, 
against 69.8 for 1889. The value of 
wheat is affected by the harvests of 
other countries, and therefore prices 
are not entirely governed by the size 
of the home-grown crop. 
The price of oats responded sharply 
to the pressure of the small crop and 
increased demand, because of the short 
corn crop. The average is 42.2 cents, 
against 23 cents last year. It is the 
highest reported since 1881. 

Kye, like oats, at 62.9 cents, is higher 
than since 1881, and the same is true 
of barley, at 64.8 cents.

The 
statute was framed to meet the condition of 
things that existed atthe time the law was 
passed. Employers have changed their 
methods, and the law is unable to reach 
them. It is practically useless, so we have 
frameda new law. We have also very 
much enlarged the inhibited classes of im- 
migrants.

ARMY REFORM. 


Senator Hawley’s bill to define the 
line of the army and increase its 
efliciency contains some important 
modifications in the existing state of 
affairs. ‘The bill provides for the same 
number of regiments of infantry, cav- 
airy and engineers as at present, but 
increases the artillery by two regi- 
ments. Each regiment of infantry, 
cavalry and artillery shall have 
one colonel, one lieutenant-colonei, 
three majors and the usual 
number of junior officers, with 
twelve companies. The number 
of enlisted men of all grades shall not 
exceed 30,000, 5000 of whom may be 
Indians, in the discretion of the Presi- 
dent. The new regiments of artillery 
will be officered by promotion, assign- 
ment and the transfer of officers now 
in that branch, and any vacancies re- 
maining thereafter in the grade of 
second lieutenant may be filled by 
transfer from other arms of the ser- 
vice. 

A bill has also been introduced to 
authorize the President to prescribe a 
system of examination of enlisted 
men for the army, to determine their 
fitness for promotion to the grade of 
second lieutenant. The bill embodies 
the. suggestions in the annual report of 
Secretary Proctor relative to the means 
of preventing the exercise of favoritism 
in promotions. 


CALIFORNIA’S SOLID FINANCIAL 
BASIS, 


Referring to a question of a corre- 
spondent as to why California does not 
suffer equally with the Eastern States 
in the present financial stringency, the 
San Francisco Call says: 


because we havea metallic cur-: 
rency. Our banks have no @irculating notes, 
which in ordinary times pass as money, to 
provide for. Inthe Kastern States the cur- 
rency consists mostly of bank notes, In 
times like the present banke must be pro- 
vided with specie to redeem these notes 
when called upon. The troubie in the 
United States prior to the war was a lack 
of niece so when a panic occurred the 
banks had but little gold and siiver on haud 


notes, henee they suspended specie pay- 
ments, which in many instances amounted 
to an absolute failure. If the banks in the 
Eastern States issued no notes the public 
would be less liable to tinancial panics. In 
England the Bank of England regu ates the 
finances. That being the institution which 
issues notes, the country is nearly in the po- 
sition of California, for its notes serve 
equally with specie for banking purposes 
for other institutions. In France the situa- 
tion is nearly the sama as in England.

O’Brien cannot 
believe this, as, when the controversy 
arose, he cabled instructions to the 
manager, if the party decided in 
favor of Parnell, to hand over 
the paper to his authorized 
agent, and if the decision Was against 
hin, to support the views of the party 
moderately and to see without fail 
that nothing personally offensive to 

Parnell should appear. He received a 

reply that these instructions would be 

obeyed. 

Referring to the statement that 

Parnell acted in virtue of his authority 

as director of the company, and that 

he owns a majvrity of the stock, 

O’ Brien said that the shares which stand 

nominally in Parnell’s, name are less 

than half of the capital of the com- 
pany. Parnell ceased to be a director 
five years ago for the express 
purpose of guarding himself from pe- 
cunlary or criminal responsibility for 
the paper, the wisdom of which course 
was concurred in by O’Brien and 
others. ‘Those who forcibly took pos- 
session of the United Ireland office 
had not a shadow of legal authority.

AN APPEAL TO IRELAND. 


The American Envoys Issue Another 
Manifesto. 


NEW York, Des, 11.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Irish envoys bow 
in this city issued a long manifesto to- 
night. They say that when they 
reached this country six weeks ago,,the 
Irish cause was marching to certain 
victory. It was conceded on both sides 
that @ general election,must bring a 
home ruie majority, The dissolution 


take place within twelve months. All 
that was necessary to secure triumph 
was that the delegates should raise 
the necessary funds to preserve 
the evicted tenants from destruc- 
tion and keep their organizations 
uncrusbed, so as to force the coercion 
government to face a general election 
in the same condition of abject failure 
which the gallautry of the Irish ten- 
antry had keptitin throughout the 
five years’ incessant confict with 
coercion. Jn less than two weeks they 
had secured nearly one hundred thous- 
and dollars, and it was certain thata 
sufficient sum would be subscribed to 
put an end tothe last hope of the 
coercionists. 

The manifesto then refers to the 
change in the situation, and speaking 
of Parnell’s charges saygin part: 

Hints of treachery onthe partof British 
Statesmen have not lost their power over 
the people, only too well accustomed to 
traditions of British unfaithfuiness by their 
unbappy history. it is eusy to understand 
the influence upon our warm-hearted col- 
leagues and fellow-countrymen of appeals 
to the feeiings such as these, urged with all 
the authority of Parnell’s name with all the 
dexterity and magnetic puwer of which he 
is master.

Later.—A bout 5 o’clock this evening 
R. G. Caldwell, a prominent farmer, 
was driving home from this city and 
when about four miles from this city 
was intercepted by a footman armed 
with a shotgun, who asked him if 
either of his mules would ride. Cald- 
well told him-no. About this time an 
old man came along riding a pony. 
Tbe footman ordered him to get off, 
but he didnot comply promptly, and the 
man shot him twice, blowing the top 
of his head off. He then rode 
the old man’s pony about 3 miles, when 
the animal gave out and he abandoned 
him. He then caught a young man 
driving an empty wagon and jumped 
init. He whipped up the mules and 
ran the team to Jenny Lind, three or 
four miles, further. 

Arriving there, he went to the store 
of Mr. Stewart, and seeing several men 
about the place, drove them away with 
the gun. He then entered the store and 
shot Stewart down, and then walked 
out, but returned and shot Stewart 
again, though the first shot killed him. 
From Stewart’s he went to the house 
of John Milier, a quarter of a mile dis-

from the house, he shot and mortally 
wounded him. Hethen proceeded to 
the house and shot Mrs. Miller in the 
stomach, and killed Miller’s daughter, 
after which he blew his own brains out 
just as a posse of men who had been 
summoned came up to him.

Pictures and Descriptions of Two New and 
Magnificent Masonic T i 


to Masonry’s list of splendid buildings are 
given below. They are both reproduced 
from The Voice of Masonry and Family 
Review. 

The new temple at Sandusky, O., is a 
fine structure and the pride of the craft in 
that city. It was masonically dedicated 
June %, 1890. It stands at the corner of 
Washington and Wayne streets, and is 
built of Amherst buff and blue limestone 
and Sandusky blue limestone. The cost 
of the structure, including grounds and 
furniture, was $68,000. It has a frontage 
of 100 feet and a depth of 90 feet, and has 
four stories and a basement, with a tower 
100 feet high. The third and fourth floors 
are devoted to masonic uses, stores, offices, 
— occupying the remainder of the build- 


The lodge room oecupies the third floor, 
and is 47 by 62 feet, with a height of 26 
feet, and balconies on three sides. Adjoin- 
ing this room is the Red Cross room, 21 by 
48 feet. The armory on the fourth floor is 
provided with clothes closets for equip- 
ments and uniforms.

A DETECTIVE TELLS HIS Sie: 
pence ‘WITH SUCH CASES. 


in Love, Severity of 
Treatment from Parents and a Desire 
te See the World Some of the Causes, 
A Very Rowantic Eplsode. 


“Men of our calling who make a spe- 
Cialty of criminal cases across 
fome very romantic stories,” said De- 
tective J. M. Fullertoa reporter. ‘The 
thought has occurred to me that should 
I ever desire to chunge my profession 
and become a newspaper man I would 
have a good stock of yarns to spring on 
an unsuspecting public, and could earn 
good space for several weeks without 
having to hustle around very much after 
material. 

“Tell you some of the stories?” he 
queried in reply to the reporter's inti- 
mation to that effect. ‘Well, as there 
is no likelihood of my changing pro- 
fessions in the near future 1 will give 
you one of the stories 1 had thought of 
writing. Itis about the disappearance 
of young girls. Itis the most interest- 
ing of all the topics I have got, and as a 
matter of fact it is in that line that 
private defectives in New York find the 
most and more profitable of their work. 
In my own experience, which extends 
over a period of about twenty years, | 
have been called upon to investigate the 
disappearance, either voluntary or other- 
wise, of at least 100 girls of all ages 
from all parts of the country. 

WHY MANY GIRLS LEAVE HOME. 

“T only do asmall share of the work 
that is done in that line, however. 
ing into consideration the number of de- 
tectives who do as much in that line as 
myself, it is fair to assume that at least 
5,000 girls disappear from their homes 
every year. Some of them are recov- 
ered and some are not. 

‘Some of my cases have been very ro- 
mantic, and others just the reverse; 
mostly the reverse. The causes leading 


-uptothe disappearances are as numer- 


ous as the cases themselves, Disap- 
pointment in love, a fancied wrong, se- 
verity of treatment by parents, a desire 
to see the world, the evil influences of 
improper association, the oily tongued 
roue and temporary insanity are some 
of the excuses made. Then there is an- 
other class of disappearances which 
properly come under the head of kid- 
maping, and still another, where the 
parents are at loggerheads or have sepa- 
rated, and one side or the other steals 
the child, and in nearly every case, as 
strange as it may seem, the child is a 
girl. 

“I recall a case I had a few years ago 
where a mutual separation took place 
between the editor of a well..known 
southern paper and his wife. The terms 
of the separation were satisfactory to 
both parties, and they went their ways. 
The couple had a lovely little girl, 12 
years of age, who by a provision of the

A Combination Garter. 


A new device which will be of interest 
to dealers in hosiery in the United 
States has been recently patented in sev- 
eral European countries, and an appli- | 
cation for a patent is on file in the 
American patent office. Said device 
consists of a combination stocking and 
garter, made by running a rubber elastic 
band through a welt at the top of the 
stocking. 

The ends of the elastic appear outside 
of the welt, and may be arranged to 
fasten with a button or a fancy clasp 
similar to those used on kid gloves, The 
elastic can be drawn out and inserted at 
will, although the necessity of taking it 
out does not yet appear, as it is said that 
the best rubber will satisfactorily stand 
the washing process.

Conductors Need Not Furnish Change. 
A Pennsylvania judge recently rene 
dered a decision which is interesting to 
all persons who ride in street cars, and 
the city railway companies as well. A 
passenger tendered a %) bill in payment 
of his fare on a Philadelphia car, The 
conductor could not change 1t, and after 
an-altercation put the passenger off the 
car. The passenger brought a suit for 
assault aud battery against the con- 
ductor. In his oenye to the jury the 
judge said: 

“When a passenger gets on a street 
car it is his duty to ‘pay his five cents 
fare, and if he cannot pay it it is his 
duty to get off. The conductor has a 
right to use as much force as is neces-- 
gary to'put him od.

A special fruit train 
was making good time when all of a sudden 
a violent windsStorm struck it, and for a few 
minutes it seemed that the heavy train was 
about tu be lifted from the track.

track. The men who were on the train say 
it was the nearest thing they have ever

hive been done. ‘The heavy loads in the 
cars is the only thing that saved the train 
trom being wrecked. 

Mi. WADE’S WORK. 

This morning at 8:59 o’clock General 
Manager K. Hi. Wade of the Santa Fé ana 
a party ot friends will leave for the cele- 
brated Cajon Pass, back of San Bernardino, 
in his private car. 

Ever since the road has been built 
through this pass the company has been an- 
noyed every winter by serious washouts, 
and hundreds of thousands of dollars have 
been spent yearly to keep it in repair. Last 
winter the road through the pass was shut 
down most of the time, and trains had to be 
run over the Southern Pacific through Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. Mr. Wade saw, as 
soon a3 he was appointed general manager 
of the road, that something must be done, 
and he has accomplished one of the greatest 
pieces of engineering ever seen in this 
country, 

He hascut down the mountain on the 
storm side of the track and terraced it in 
such a manner that it will be impossible for 
slides or even water to reach thetrack. It 
has costabout fifty thousand dollars, but 
the company has spent more than double 
that sum every spring since the road was 
built, repairing the damage done during 
the winter, Notonly has he accomplished 
this, but he now hasthe finest bridge in 
the country across the Colorado River, and 
the roadall along the line is in such a coa- 
dition that it will be almost impossible for 
storins to deiay travel this winter. 

Every foot of road under his manage- 
ment has been carefully gone over during 
the past summer, aud he is confident that it 
is now in better condition than it--bas been 
since it was built.
